The government is a constitu- 
tional monarchy. 

The legislative body is called 
the Skupstichina, consisting of 
184 members, three-fourths of 
whom are elected by ihe people, 
one-fourth chosen by the King. 

The strength of the standing 
army is 100,000 men. 

Belgrade, at the confiuence of 
the Danube and the Sarc, is the 
capital, with a population of 15,- 
ooo. 

Servia is one of thé Balkan 
states of southern Europe, with 
an area of 18,000 square miles 
and population of 1,500,000. 

The people mostly belong to the 
Greek church, as in Russia. They 
love liberty and are warlike. 

While the Servians are called 
Serbs they are of Slavonic origin, 
as are most of the Russians and

Paesenger train service out of St. Louis 
fs stiil at a serious disadvantage, and only 
three lines, the Missouri Pacific, Frisco 
and Missouri, Kansas & Texas, maintain 
their normal service. 

With the flood gradually disappearing 
from Missouri, service to western points 
is picking up rapidly, and by Sunday it 
is expected that the Chicago & Alton, the 
Wabash and the Burlington will be able 
to make schedule time between St. Louls 
and Kansas City. 

At present the C. & A. is not operating 
to Kansas w:ity. The Wabash started its 
line there Thursday, and the Burlifgton is 
using the Wabash tracks to St. Peter's. 
The Burlington cannot operate’ west of 
Hannibal, and is not attempting to make 
Bast Side points, save from the terminal 
‘established at Alton. 

The Chicago & Alton, as well as the Big 
Four, is running trains out of Alton, the 
boat for that place leaving the foot of 
Vine street daily at 10:30, 2:30 and 5 
o'clock.

has béen ordered to assemble next Monday 
for the purpose of ratifying the procla- 
ration of Prince Peter Karageorgevitcn 
as King. 

The assembly just abolished was made 
up of appointees of the late King, and did 
not contain a member who was opposed 
to Alexander’s policy. 

It is stated authoritatively that thus far 
there has been no exchange of communi- 
cations between the powers concern'ng 
eter’s assumption of the throne. 

It is expected that the Servian authori- 
ties will convoke a meeting of the foreign 
ministers at Belgrade and present the lat- 
ter with definite evidence that the people 
accept the new government and that it has 
the ability to maintain order and guaranee 
the safety of foreigners. 

When the ministers advise their respec- 
tive governments that such assurances have 
been received, the various powers will de- 
termine whether recognition will be ac- 
corded. It is considered probable that the 
powers will act together on the question 
of giving or withholding recognition. 

It is stated that if the powers individually 
or collectively protest against the butchery, 
this is Ukely to occur in connection with 
the question of recognizing the new gov- 
ernment. The latter thus far has not ad- 
dressed any communication to the powers, 
the latter receiving all their information 
from their own ministers or agents. 

It has been arranged that Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch will await at Geneva a 
summons from the Scuptschina, a deputa- 
tion from which will probably go to Gen- 
eva and escort the new King to Belgrade. 

The best authenticated accounts of the 
massacre in the palace say that the 
slaughter continued for three-quarters of 
an hour. The assailants declare the kill- 
ing of the King was unavoidable, because 
if the Queen alone had been murdered or 
removed, the court clique would have in- 
cited the King to persecution and repris- 
als. 

A window of the Russian legation at Bel- 
grade was shattered by a bullet during the 
fusilade at the palace.

ervia, for a century or more, has been a 
sort of comic opera country, with an occa- 
sional tragedy in the royal palace. 

The politics of the country has been fur- 
nished by the rivalry between two families, 
representatives of which have alternately 
occupied the throne and conspired against 
each other. : 

The founders of both these families were 
peasants, the most famous having been a 
awineherad named George Petrovitch 
(George, the son of Peter), better known to 
history by his nickname Kara (black) 
George, because of his dark complexion and 
raven hair. 

He is the greatest hero of Servian history, 
and to him the country owes its independ- 
ence from the Turks. He was a very able 
and good man and was generally respected, 
but was absolutely illiterate, belng unable 
to read or write, and could not evén sign 
his name. 

When he became King, he used a peou- 
liar cipher mark made with a pen in place 
of his signature to show his approval ‘of 
state papers. 

But he had great natural ability and eaga- 
city; his integrity was never questioned and 
his sense of justice allowed his own brother 
to suffer the death penalty as an éxample 
to others for defying the authority of the 
government. 

While King of Servia, he wore the ordi- 
nary peasant garb, because, he said, it was 
more appropriate to his ignorance and sim- 
ple character than a robe of state, and he 
lived with the same frugality as when hs 
was tending his pigs in the mountains, 

At the old country palace in Belgrade, 
they show you a kitchen in which he often 
cooked his own meals. 


New King a Grandson 

of Famous Swineherd. 

His grandson, Peter Karageorgeovitch, 
who has been proclaimed King of Servia, 
is a man of very quiet tastes, excellent 
abilities and good character, who has been 
living at Geneva, Switzerland, for many 
years in exile, engaged in scientific pur- 
suits. He ie perhaps & or 60 years old, 
a graduate of the University of Vienna 
and has taken a degree at Zurich. During 
his exile he has had yo part in politics and 
has always refused to participate in the 
plots and conspiracies of his partisans, but 
several of his family have been put to 
death. 

His late wife, who d4led in 1887, the 
Princess Zorka, wae a daughter of Nicho- 
las, the relgning prince of Montenegro, a 


wives of two of the grarid dukes of Rus- 
sia. Peter has two sons in the Russian 
army, under the immediate patronage of 
the Dowager Czarina, who paid for their 
education and’ has looked carefully after 
their morals and their advancement in 
military affairs, 

Peter Karageorgeovitch appears to have 
had no ambition to govern Servia, but pre- 
fers to chase butterfiles and hunt bugs and 
botanize at his leisure, but his name has 
always been used ag a shibboleth by the 
members of his party in Belgrade when 
they were trying to raise a revolution. 
King Alexander, who was assassinated, 
was the greatgrandson of the house servant 


named Obren. His father was called Té- 
scho, but, as is comimon among the Balkan 
peasants, hé had no family name, so when 
he became conspicuous enough to need one, 
he adopted that of his master, and the 
founder of the recent reigning house of 
Servia became known es Milos Obren. 


Black George drove out the Turks and 
establistied a lfberal monarchy in Servia. 
He organized a school systeth, introduced 
courts of justice and gave the people a 
good government, but was surrounded by 
conspirators and critics whe interfered with

Alexander had held a humble position 
in the Servian army, was modest, quiet 
and reserved, and during his reign Ser- 
via enjoyed peace for several years and 
made rapid progress, but the partisans of 
the Obrenovitch family” succeeded in or- 
ganizing the dissatisfied elements, ob- 
tained control of the Parliament, demand- 
ed the abdication of Alexander and calied 
back old Milos, who had been in exile in 
Australia. 

The old man lived for two years, ana 
it was good for the country that his life 
was not prolonged, because he labored un- 
der the delusion that his recall was a vin- 
dication of his previous autocratic policy, 
and his rule was worse than before. Upon 
his death Michael, his son, again came 
into power. 

During his exile he had traveled much, 
had studied the art of government in sev- 
eral European capitals, had learned for- 
eign languages and foreign affaire, and 
this education and observation, with his 
natural abilities, made him a safe and 
prudent sovereign. . 

He was, altogether, the best ruler Ser- 
via has ever had, but there were continual 
conspiracies against him by partisans of 
the Karageorge family, and, being unable 
to secure control of Parliament, they re- 
moved Michael by assassination. 

Hhe was murdered one evening while 
walking in the garden of his country pal- 
ace, about nine miles from Belgrade. It 
was the intention of the conspirators to 
proclaim Peter Karageorgeovitch, who 
was proclaimed today, simultanpously with 
the announcement of Michael's death, but 
the carriage in which the as ne were 
riding broke down on the to Bel- 
grade. . 


Karageorge Faction’s 
Plans Were Thwarted. 


The servants of King Michael reached 
the capital before them and notified the 
secretary of war, who took prompt action, 
sent out a squad of goldiers to intercept 
and arrest the assassins, and had them 
locked up in the dungeous of the citadel 
while their fellow conspirators were 
anxiously awaiting their return to the city. 

Before morning nearly every. person con- 
nected with the plot was imprisoned or 
put to death, and, a few days later, the 
national assembly placed Milan, the son 
of Michael, upon the throne. He was 
crowned in the spring of 1869. 

While getting his education in Paris Mi- 
lan had acquired habits of luxury, 
gambling and dissipation, which unfitted 
him for the responsilbilties of ruling a 
primitive and restless country like Servia. 
His love of pleasure, his low tastes, reck- 
less extravagance and selfish disposition 
were his ruin. He squandered the public 
money and lost his private fortune at 
cards. 

His wife, Natalie Keskho, daughter of 
a colonel in the Russian army, was com- 
pelled to leave him, and was finally grant- 
ed a divorce. Their domestic:troublés and 
the scandals of the Servian court for 20 
years, during the reign of King Milan, 
furnished gossip for all Europe. . Finally, 
enervated by dissipation and despised by 
his subjects and all decent people, he ab- 
dicated in 1889 in favor of his son, Alex- 
ander, a lad of 13—the King who was killed 
Wednesday night. 

This precocious youth, when not more 
than 15 years old, fell under the fascina- 
tion of Mme. Draga Macshin, who had been 
a lady in waiting to his mother. She wag 
an ambitious and brilliant woman, gifted 
with considerable beaxity and the daughter 
of a cattle dealer in Belgrade, named Lun- 
dJevitza. 


King Fell Under 
Draga’s Influence, 


When only 17 years of age,“ehe married 
Col. Maschin of the Servian army, who ob- 
tained a divorce from her because of her 
scandalous relations with the young King, 
which began when he was a mere boy, and, 
since that time, she resided in the palace 
and absolutely controlled him. 

The dowager Queen Nataliq,again and 
again attempted to bring the boy to his 
senses and break off the relations, but 
Mme. Draga had more influence than the 
mother, and actually compelled the latter 
to leave the palase and the kingdom of 
Servia. Natalie ‘s now residing at Biar- 
ritz, very much respected and beloved, al- 
though she made herself very unhappy. 
and excited the hostility of Servian poll- 
ticlans by her sympathy with Ruesia and 
her desire to bring Servia within the Rus- 
sian influence.

ander acted with great courage and sa- 
gacity. 

He succeeded in suppressing the insur- 
rection, in reconciling the parliament and 
the people to his marriage, and things 
moved along smoothly until the lack of an 
heir to the throne began to excite the poll- 
ticlans, and the conspiracies have since 
been more frequent than ever. 

The constitution of Servia requires that 
the King shall nominate his successor, if 
no natural heir to the throne appears with- 
in five years after his marriage, and the 
five years having passed, in 1895, a con- 
spiracy began in which the surrounding

in progress for several years between the 
Servian minister of foreign affairs and the 
head of the foreign office at St. Petersburg.

There was a sensational scéne at the pal- 
ace when her plan was disclosed.

But he had no claims upon the throne 
and nobody wanted him to be king except 
his sister, whom the people thought had 
already received more consideration than 
she was entitled to.

No King or Queen or prince of any other 
reyal family ever visited Servia, and the 
King and Queen of Servia were never in- 
vited to‘any of the other capitals of Eu- 
rope. 

They were regarded as vulgar outcasts 
ever since the trick with the French phy- 
Clans by which Draga obtained her seat 
upon the throne. She was confident that, 
if the imperial family of Russia took them 
up the rest of Europe would follow, and 
hence, by her instructions, the minister 
of foreign affairs at Belgrade entered .ifnto 
negotiations with the Russian government, 
Proposing that if the Emperor and Em- 
press of Russia would receive the King 
and Queen of Servia and entertain them 
at the imperial palace at St. Petersburg 
King Alexander would name as his suc- 
cessor on the Servian throne Prince Mir- 
ko, son of Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, 
and brother of Helena, Queen of Italy. 

It was Suggested that Peter might for- 
mally renounce all pretensions to the 
throne of Servia on the part of himself 
and the Karageorgeovitch family if his 
brother-in-law, Prince Mirko, were pro- 
claimed heir apparent. This would have 
been a great ‘advantage to Servia and 
would put an end to the conspiracies and 
political agitations which have digtracted 
that country. 

King Alexander, as well as Queen Dra- 
ga, were compelled to swallow a great 
deal of chagrin in making this proposi- 
tion, because ha had received a most hu- 
millating snub. from the lovely Princess 
Xenia, the fourth daughter of Prince Nich- 
Olas.

SECOND STAGE OF 
RELIEF WORK BEGINS

“The first stage of the relief work among 
the flood sufferers is about completed,” 
was the statement of Chairman Langenberg 
of the Merchants’ Exchange relief commit- 
tee to the Post-Dispatch Friday noon, “and 

the work of the second stage is to be- 
gin. se 

The first duty in relieving the wants of 
the sufferers was to remove them from 
places of danger, provide them with shelter, 
medical care and clothing, and convey sup- 
plies to those who did not leave their homes 
in the flooded sections. 

In this part of the work, the committee 
employed two vessels of the heavier 
draught, the harbor boat, Mark Twain. 
and Russell Gardner’s yacht, the Annie 
Russell. 

These two boats confined their efforts to 
relieving the situation of the refugees 
around Granite City, Madison, Brooklyn 
and Vanice. 

For relief work in and about East St. 
Louls lighter draught boats, the Duchess, 
Melba and other launches were found ef- 
ficient. 

Over five hundred rowboats and skiffs 

were put into use by the committee, teach- 
ing the shallow places where the launches 
could not go. 
_ By these means the first stage of the re- 
UWef work has been accomplished. If there 
are any persons still in peril, it is because 
their condition has not been reported to the 
committee. 

Very few sufferers have not been taken 
under the committee's care and are receiv- 
ing daily rations, while clothing is being 
given them as rapidly as possible. 


KANSAS CITY, KAN.

KANGAS CITY, Mo., June 12.—Kansas 
City, Kan., is still sorely in need of ald 
for its fiood sufferers.

Warning Five Minutes Ahead of Tor- 
rent Saved Many Lives. 

EL PASO, Tex., June 12.~Twelve bodies 
of flood victims have been recovered at 
Clifton, Ariz., but the death list is gen- 
erally placed at 31. 

Many of the bodies will never be recoy- 
ered, although hundreds of men, includin 
many of the striking miners, are engag 
in the search. The rush of waters bora 
most of the bodies from Chase creek into 
the San Francisco river. 

Harrowing tales of death are brought in 
by persons ven along Chase creek, one 
man reporting that he cdlnted 12 persons 
struggling in the water and believes that 
all of them were lost.
